THE CHIEF tin plate bar makers of South Wales, 
finding that owing to the undercutting which has been 
going on for the past year or so, it was impossible to 
run their works with a sufficient margin of profit, met 
at Swansea recently to draw up articles for the forma- 
tion of a combination to fix a satisfactory price-scale. 
In the future the prices agreed upon at this meeting 
will be adhered to by all parties to the agreement. 
Some of the largest buyers on hearing of this transac- 
tion declared that prices would either fall to a lower 
point than they are at present, or else “dumping”’ on 
the part of American manufacturers would take place 
upon the coast of Wales.

An HuNGARIAN chemist has described in a paper 
his discovery of the liquid chemical compound which 
renders certain kinds of matter, including metals, proof 
against the effects of time. It imparts to metals qual- 
ities which defy oxygen, and is also a germicide of 
hitherto unequaled power. The compound is a yel- 
low liquid, which the professor has termed Zorene. 
In experiment this solution is said to have accom- 
plished results hitherto thought impossible. A piece 
of ordinary and easily breakable slag, after immersion 
in Zorene, defied the full blow of the hammer. It was 
then immersed in water for a long time. When taken 
out and weighed with delicate scales, the presence of 
not a single particle of moisture could be detected. 
An ordinary table knife which had lain open for five 
months did not show the slightest stain. 








AN IDEA of the audacious discrimination in railroad 
rates as practiced by some of the Southern roads can 
be derived from a study of the circular recently is- 
sued by the railroad commission of Georgia roads for 
the: purpose of favoring the stove and hollow ware 
manufacturers of Atlanta. New rates were made 
from Atlanta to sixty-five points. To reach forty- 
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one of,these sixty-five places, the Atlanta foundrymen 
must ship through Macon, Ga. To thirty-seven of 
these forty-one points Atlanta has a lower rate than 
Macon, although the haul from Macon to these points 
is one hundred miles less than from Atlanta. The 
shippers from other points have, however, taken ac- 
tion and injunctions restraining the commission from 
carrying out their policy of discrimination have been 
issued in more than one instance.. Founders in Sa- 
vannah, Rome and Rockmart, where stoves are manu- 
factured, claim that the new rates are illegal and are 
taking steps to secure their renunciation. 








On JUNE 2st, the Massachusetts Supreme Court 
delivered a death-blow to the so-called labor trust. It 
handed down a decision declaring that the attempts of 
agitators to force all laborers to combine in unions is 
against the policy of the law because it aims at a 
monopoly of the labor market. Part of the decision 
reads as follows: 

“We have no desire to put obstacles in the way of em- 
ployes who are seeking by combination to obtain better con- 
ditions for themselves atid their families,” said the court. “We 
only say that under correct rules of law and with a proper 
regard for the rights of individuals labor unions can not be 
permitted to drive men out of employment because they 
choose to work independently. 


COURT DEFIES LABOR TRUST. 


“The gain which a labor union may expect to derive from 
inducing others to join it is not an improvement to be ob- 
tained directly in the conditions under which the men are 
working, but only added strength for contests with employers 
as may arise in the future. An object of this kind is too re- 
mote to be considered a benefit in business, such as would 
justify the infliction of intentional injury upon a third person 
for the purpose of obtaining it. 

“If such an object were treated as legitimate and allowed 
to be pursued to its complete accomplishment every employe 
would be forced into membership in a union, and the unions 
by a combination of those in different trades and occupations 
could have complete and absolute control of all the industries 
of the country. Employers would be forced to yield to all 
their demands or give up business. 

“The attainment of such an object in the struggle with 
employers would not be competition, but monopoly. <A 
monopoly controlling anything which the world must have is 
fatal to prosperity and progress.” 








PRELIMINARY conferences were held on Wednesday 
last by the wage committee of the Amalgamated Asso- 
ciation of Iron, Steel and Tin Workers, 
and thé independent sheet and tin plate 
manufacturers, preparatory to joint 
meetings of the two interests to settle 
the wage scales for the coming year. The: manufac- 
turers met at the Hotel Lincoln, Pittsburgh, and about 
twenty-five were present from all portions of the coun- 
try. The sheet manufacturers conferred in one room 
and the tin plate men in another. 

The Amalgamated men held a meeting at the asso- 
ciation headquarters and behind closed doors ar- 
ranged for the battle with the manufacturers. The 
preparations were made for giving and taking in the 
final settlement, and while it is not known officially, it 
is said that the workmen will stand out against a re- 
moval of the limit of output on mills in either branch 
of the trade. They would be willing to accept a small-

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er advance in wages and keep down the prodaction 
per man they say. 

On the other hand, such statements as have come 
out of the manufacturers’ side of the conference have 
been that if the present wage scale is to be paid next 
year, the men will have to remove the mill production 
limit.

tinuous operation plan, asked by independent 
manufacturers ; 
the company paymasters’ offices, wanted by the Amal- 
gamated; third, abolition of the tonnage production 
limit, expected to be asked by the independents; 
fourth, a reduction of the Amalgamated workmen’s 
share of the rebate, paid for tin made for export, to 
be denianded by the union from the company; fifth, 
an increase in the wage scale of from 18 to 22 per 
cent, to be demanded by the union from both trust 


and independents. 








Last January THe AMERICAN ARTISAN advocated 
strongly the use of large halls instead of hotels for 
convention purposes. It expressed the 

opinion that the selection of a large hall 
to be partially sublet by the associations

poses, would not only be economical for the exhibitors 
and more satisfactory to the members in every way, 
but also a source of revenue to the association itself. 

This article, as appeared subsequently, was oppor- 
tune. It was too late to change the arrangements for 
the February conventions, but the idea took wings and 
found a welcome reception in most hearts. Action 
was taken on May 10th last when the Illinois Retail 
Hardware Dealers’ Association met by proxy at Chi- 
cago and decided that the convention of 1906 would be 
held in a hall instead of the usual hotel. 

This move qn the part of the Illinois delegates, and 
more especially an editorial, appearing in our May 
27th issue commending the delegates for their de- 
cision, have been the subjects of sweeping criticism 
on the part of our worthy contemporary, The Weekly 
Implement Trade Journal. The emendatory article 
appeared under the caption, “What Are the Associa- 
tions For?” As suggested by the title. the belief is 
expressed that THE AMERICAN ARTISAN is losing sight 
of the real purpose of these gatherings—that they 
were formed for the amelioration of retail trade con- 
ditions and not for exposition purposes. 

No better idea of the progress of civilization can be 
obtained than from a visit to the international expo- 
sitions which are held once every ten or twelve years. 
These expositions show the results of the world’s 
struggle for perfection. They diffuse ideas. They 
are immense educators. In just the same way, though 
on a smaller scale, are the exhibits shown at the 
hardware conventions educators. They interest the 
retailer and the retailer is interested to his benefit. 

But because a storekeeper is disposed to chat in a 
friendly way with the drummer, when he arrives on 
his monthly visit, because the storekeeper listens to the 
drummer’s sparkling flow of wisdom, because he 
inclines a listening ear to a description of some new 
auger bit does it follow that he will not devote the 
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greater part of his time and attention to the serious 
business of life, the selling of merchandise? Does it 
follow that because a number of manufacturers dis- 
play some of their choicest wares at hardware con- 
ventions, the retailers will spend their well-earned va- 
cation in examining the mechanism of a washing 
machine when they might otherwise be discussing 
questions of vital importance, questions involving theit 
whole business policy, questions for the solution of 
which they have jourreyed hundreds of miles? 

The value of expositions, however, is not, as we 
understand the Journal’s criticism, the main point at 
issue. A fear is expressed by our contemporary that 
the exhibitions will be nourished into monstrous pro- 
portions by the new scheme of holding conventions in 
a hall rather than in the customary hotel. We are 
made to believe that the transferring of the exhibits to 
the scene of action from the two-flights-up-two-turns- 
to-the-right-third-door-on-left room will give to the 
manufacturers such unbounded affluence that the ex- 
hibitions will become the tail of the convention kite 
to direct the whole gathering. As a matter of fact, we 
believe that the exact opposite will be the case. The 
presence of all the dealers at the combined exhibi- 
tion and convention hall would make: it easier to 
start the sessions on time. There would be no loiter- 
ing in the hotel corridors. Every member would be in 
a position to see exactly what was going on in every 
other part of the hall. He would not have to travel 
through a labyrinth of corridors, lanes and by-ways to 
reach the portion set apart for the meeting. 


A co-operative plan has invariably prevailed be- 
tween the association officials and the exhibitors dur- 
ing past conventions. There have been very few 
cases of friction or of interference on the part of the 
manufacturers. Complete harmony has existed. The 
members want the exhibits. “The exhibitors are far- 
sighted enough not to displease the officials. “The 
chronic complaint that persuasive traveling men spirit 
members away during sessions” would not be heard 
were the exhibits near at hand and not in some seclud- 
ed retreat. 


The newly formulated plan will merely be another 
step toward cementing the already cordial relations 
which exist between the two classes of attendants at 
these gatherings. By their move, the Illinois conven- 
tion committee have done the exhibitors a decided 
favor in fixing the space charges on a reasonable 
basis. The committee is benefiting itself by this new 
method of obtaining a handsome revenue. The ex- 
hibitors will exert every possible effort to make the 
movement a success. It is to their interest and to the 
iriterest of the members that the innovation is ac- 
counted a wise move, well-chosen and well-conducted. 


The ‘hotels will be utilized only for their original 
and proper purpose—that of housing and feeding the 
delegates. This is their raison d'etre. There will be 
no actual competition between the hall and the hotels, 
inasmuch as the hotels are not primarily in the same 
business. Moreover, the associations and “the fringe” 
have grown’ to such an extent during the last few 
years that very few hotels can properly accommodate 
the crowds. The exhibits consequently have been 








widely scattered with the resulting confusion when the 
sessions were called to order. 

Our esteemed contemporary confesses that the plan 
“may prove entirely satisfactory in the case of a 
purely hardware convention,” intimating elsewhere 
that its knowledge of the subject is limited to the im- 
plement trade. We do know of the hardware trade and 
its inner mechanism. We do know that state retail 
hardware associations are unquestionably permanent 
institutions. The material and lasting service which 
these associations have rendered the retail hardware 
trade is appreciated. It is of a nature to be felt by 
every merchant. Not a week passes but what the 
members are made to realize in a substantial way the 
immense benefits wrought by these organizations. 
These associations are responsible for the bettered 
conditions. The members will not forget to whose 
energy, pluck and wisdom the praise is due. There is 
no question but what, so long as conventions will con- 
tinue as benefactors, the meetings will remain para- 
mount at hardware gatherings. Exhibits are of in- 
terest, but of only secondary importance. The Im- 
plement Trade Journal’s criticism may apply well to 
the implement trade. It is not applicable when it 
comes to hardware. ; 








RANDOM SKETCHES.

I had occasion not very long ago to make a tour 
through some of the rural sections of Nebraska. The 
trip left a thousand impressions but one thing struck 
me, perhaps, more forcibly than anything else. It was 
the fact that hardware dealers sadly neglect the very 
profitable r. f. d. mail box sales. Peddlers operate in 
these wares to a greater extent than in most others. 
They are more successful, because having studied the 
situation, they are on to all the ins and outs and are 
corstant!y on the qui vive. 

All of these routes are first inspected by the post- 
cfiice department official. Mail box peddlers get the 
very first information, concerning these inspections, 
and defore or immediately after the official has com- 
pleted his work, they travel over the route and cap- 
ture the business before the route has even been estab- 
lished. 

At the end of their journey it is safe to say, that they 

have sold over eighty per cent of the mail boxes, which 
are to be bought by the people living along the route. 
This twenty per cent. is what goes to the average re- 
tail ardware dealers. 
- I spoke to several of the dealers regarding this mat- 
ter. They all admitted that the profits from this trade 
were ample, and that they desired to secure the busi- 
ness. Their uniform excuse, however, was that it 
requires toc much time to follow up the more ag- 
gressive methods, and that were they to do so, they 
would become peddlers themselves. 

One man, however, said that he had adopted the 
peddlers system, and that it required no more time 
«1 ene gv than the ordinary prosecution of his trade. 
He told me that when the route was established in 
his district, he sent a man out to take orders for boxes 
to be delivered and paid for when the route went 
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He was out before the peddler, and when

the peddler tried stringently to capture the orders, he 


He figured out that he 
had sold over ninety per cent of the boxes in his 
neighbos hood, and was not sure but what the peddler 
had gone away without selling one. 


met with very little success.

The stage coach has developed into the railroad, the 
driver into the engineer, the forest into a farm and the 
village into a city. In place of fire places, we have 
hot air furnaces, in place of the simple hatchet, cata- 
logues tell us of a vast variety of tools for every use, 
and for every pocket book. All this has happened 
and most people appreciate the fact. Very few, I im- 
agine, are aware of the immense change which has 
come over the ancient tin shop. 

Not many years ago—I think most of us can re- 
member the time—it was quite customary for the 
purchaser to go into a tin shop, order a dipper or a 
tin can and stand entranced while the tinner quickly 
fashioned the shining plates of tin into the desired 
commodity. 

However, one of the most necessary of the features 
was lacking. The dipper or the tin can was too ex- 
pensive. Firms manufacturing this specialty and little 
or nothing else, gradually developed and grew larger 
and larger. It was found cheaper to manufacture the 
products all in one place, to purchase and to sell in 
bulk rather than in piece. Instead of being a manu- 
facturer, the tinner has become a salesman. It was 
all for the best and in line with the constant struggle 
for amelioration. 

Some tinners unable to adapt themselves to circum- 
stances, unable to change with changing conditions, 
found it impossible to keep up with the struggle for 
existence. These sank beneath the mire. Others, 
however, were fully alive to the world’s work. They 
saw that their lot was henceforth to be that of the 
salesman, and they resolved to extend it. One of the 
most popular ways was the hot air furnace. It re- 
quired an expert to install the furnaces and the ex-tin 
ware manufacturer saw his chance. He took up the 
subject, studied the question carefully and in most 
cases made a success of his new role. 

Furnace fitting, however, required of the 
attributes of the tinner of a generation ago. The el- 
bows required forming and the pipes, rolling. Now, 
however, this operation also has been taken from the 
retailer. 

It is said to require less time and less money to pur- 
chase furnace pipe and fittings in bulk than in piece 
and the large manufacturing establishments can not 
only make these things more cheaply, but also more 
satisfactorily than the retailer. 

The tinner’s position, however, is not being swal- 
lowed up by other professions by a long shot at the 
present time. It is just as important and perhaps 
more so than it'ever was in the past. Other lines are 
being invaded by the tinner to make up for, the loss, 
which he is suffering through these inroads. It will 
not be surprising to hear some day that not only the 
windmill, but perhaps locksmithing, electrical work 
and lighting, the dairy and other departments, wil! 
come completely under his supervision.

Our invention relates to improvements in the construc- 
tion of oven doors for cooking stoves and ranges, and its 
purpose is to provide a simple and practical remedy for a 
defect which has interfered with the general adoption of the 
doors adapted to swing vertically on trunnions or hinges 
attached to their lower edges, and which may be opened or 
closed by a lever operated by the foot. When thrown open 
in that manner, their entire weight falls upon brackets which 
stop them at a horizontal position and they frequently give 
way or break at or near the trunnions. Attempts have been 


made to correct the evil by the use of malleable iron for 
doors, but it has been discovered that while they resist frac- 
ture, they will bend and be thus unfitted to close the oven. 

Our invention consists in constructing the doors in such 
a manner that their strength will be greatly increased and 
their weight materially diminished. The peculiar advantages 
of the device will be readily understood by referring to the 











accompanying drawings, in which A designates the frame or 
skeleton of the door, which may be made of cast metal hav- 
ing flanged edges united at intervals by integral ribs 2, which 
are centrally enlarged for rivets. These are preferably fixed 
in the mold previous to the casting process, and will not dis- 
figure the face of the frame, which is highly polished and 
nickel plated. In order to resist the strain which is generally 
confined to the lower corner of the door, or the adjoining 
parts, the metal is reinforced, as at 4. The side and lower

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rails of the frame are rabbeted as at 5, to receive a steel 
plate 6, which is perforated for the rivets 3, by which it is 
securely clamped upon the frame. If preferred, the lower 
edge of the plate may be flanged and adapted to engage the 
lower rail of frame as shown in Fig. 3. 

The claims, according to which the Portsmouth 
Stove & Range Co. were granted the fire box patent, 
read in part as follows:

upheld by the rails and adapted to form an air space be- 
tween the combustion chamber and the vertical walls of the 
stove, and provided with the recess leading from the door- 
way to the interior of the fire chamber and forming a sup- 
plementary air space beneath the doorway of the fire box, all 
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constructed and arranged substantially and for the purposes 
set forth. 

In a cooking stove or range the lining of the fire box 
curved at the upper edge to form a lip so as to rest upon 
the upper corner of the oven, and having a lower edge or 
foot curved inwardly and projecting over the outer edges 
of the grate and provided with heel spurs forming saddles 
combined with the rail, and supporting braces, and the down- 
wardly inclined flange or apron, thus forming a continuous 
air space and free communication with the open space be- 
neath the grate, substantially as set forth. 

Oven’ ventilation is provided for and controlled by 
a register in the name plate on the oven door, which 
is said to admit the pure air and to drive out the foul 
and disagreeable odors through an opening into the 
ascending flue in the rear of the oven. 

Part of the patent specifications relating to the con- 
struction of their oven door reads as follows: 

The operation of the device will be readily understood. 
The door is opened by applying the foot to the lower end 
of the tumbler and thrusting it backward. It is evident that 
when the door approaches the horizontal position it will over- 
come the counterbalance or swinging arm; but in this device 
the spring, being properly adjusted, engages the arm and 
checks the movement of the door sufficiently to prevent a

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noisy rebound when it falls into position. In order to close 
the door the foot is applied to the upper end of the tumbler. 
It will also be observed that no latch or other appliance is 
required to secure the door when closed, the swinging arm 
being then in such position that it overbalances the door and 
renders any other fastening unnecessary. If desired, the door 
may be provided with a suitable knob, so that it may be 
operated by hand. 

Model steel ranges are made in a great variety of 
sizes, with or without their famous pouch feed. They 
are made for the thin and the fat pocketbook and for 
the small and the large kitchen. Moreover, the 
ranges are made proportionately. The same fire box 
is not used with two different sized ovens. It stands 
to reason that, when a small oven is used with a fire- 
box originally intended for a larger oven, much of 
the heat goes to waste. Everything is said to be 
equalized in these ranges and the different sized 
ranges have different sized parts.

Meeting of Inland. 
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Empire Association 





The first semi-annual convention of the Inland Empire 
Implement and Hardware Dealers’ Association, held in Spo- 
kane Wednesday and Thursday of last week, was in every 
way-a success. The sessions were held in the Hotel Spokane 
and were all well attended. In fact, this convention shows 
that the association is in a healthy and flourishing condi- 
tion aud that it is getting into a position where it may be 
of much benefit to the trade and to the best interests of the 
communities in which its members are located. 

Wednesday afternoon there was a meeting of the board 
of directors for the purpose of arranging papers and questions 
to be discussed and preparing resolutions and doing other 
work to facilitate the proceedings of the convention. 

The officers of the association, who were elected at the 
annual meeting in January, are as follows: 

President, C. L. Butterfield, Moscow, Idaho; first vice presi- 
dent, E, E. Lucas, Davenport; second vice president, Dana 


Child, Spokane; secretary, E. W. Evenson, Spokane; treas- . 


urer, J. A. Fridaker, Spokane. 
WEDNESDAY AFTERNOON SESSION. 


The convention proper was called to order promptly at 3 
o'clock by President Butterfield, who opened the proceedings 
with an able and interesting address on the organization of 
the association, what it had already accomplished during its 
short period of existence and outlining some problems in the 
solution of which it should be specially interested. We print 
this address in full: “ 


PRESIDENT BUTTERFIELD’S ADDRESS. 


In convening for our first semi-annual meeting I trust it 
is as great a pleasure for you to be here as it is for me to 
welcome you. 

We have met at this time with a view to carrying for- 
ward the work which we commenced last February, that of 
building up an association whose influence for good will be 
confined not wholly to our own territory, but to a broader 
field, If we can but extend our sphere of influence to assist in 
the bringing about of reforms in the world of commerce 
which is now being tried by various organizations, we wil! be 
doing for the betterment of our country as well as ourselves. 
There is a body of men who are without compensation, spend- 
ing weeks and months of time trying to create favorable 
sentiment among the people and especially among members of 
Congress toward having the interstate commerce law amended 
so the commission will have power to, in a manner, regulate 
rates. We of the far west are well aware of the necessity of 
such action if we are to be relieved of rates, rules and con- 
ditions of transpertation that are unreasonable and wholly 
unfair. A convention was held in St. Louis last October 
styled the Interstate Commerce Law convention, and through 
its work and through the efforts of the men interested therein 
-is due much of the recent popular sentiment for increased 
powers of the commission, which subject has received not 
only President Roosevelt’s support, but his earnest wish that 
such legislation be enacted, and it is one of the subjects that 
will probably be taken up at the special session of Congress to 
be convened in the fall. I speak of this to show the necessity 
of organizations interesting themselves in such matters, and 
to point out our obligations to men who are working strictly 
for our interests, and to ask that_as an association we give 
them the best assistance we can put forward. Another exam- 
ple of the effectiveness and general good which comes by 
agitation and the application of energy is the progress which 
has been made toward obtaining a transportation waterway 
from Lewiston to the Pacific coast. The completion of the 
portage railroad at Celilo Falls indicates that it is now possi- 
ble to transport freight from Ley s‘e: to Portland by 4 route 
other than rail. With the compic:ion of the locks at the falls 
and considerable dr iging of the river below Riparia we will 





have river navigation that will bring freight rates down on 
commodities both going out from and coming into the entire 
section—something we all much desire. Our association can 
do much toward bringing influence to bear for state and na- 
tional assistance in putting the river in navigable condition at 
early date, and the stronger we are in numbers the greater our 
influence. . 
NARROW MARGIN OF PROFIT. 


While we are correcting and adjusting our modes of 
business to conditions nOw existing, so we can obtain a fair 
return on our investments, we can in a general way be a 
potent force for good within our two states. 

It is our duty while we are here to consider the condi- 
tions which are arising with a tendency to cut the profits 
down to a point where the businesg cannot pay a reasonable 
return or possibly survive a tightening in money markets. 
Those conditions should be exposed and remedied as far as 
lies in our power. I have no doubt but what every mer- 
chant in the room can instantly bring to mind a half dozen or 
more things that should be eliminated from present conditions. 


. CREDIT. 


There are but few here who have sufficient capital ‘to run 
their hardware or implement business and at the same time 
be the banker for the rural community; there are others who, 
if they possess the money, do-not care to tie up stich a volume 
of capital. 

In the matter of extending credits and giving time you, 
all of you, realize that even in the years of good yields and 
fair prices, from the amount of paper you carry, not owing 
alone to its being past due, but also to the fact that it was 
taken on twelve months’ or longer time, you at this. time of 
the year, if not earlier in the season, have to go to the bank 
for accommodation. Surely the prudent way is to make such 
difference between cash and time 4s to induce the purchaser 
to borrow at the bank, to his gain in the transaction, rather 
than for you to carry him and later have to borrow yourself. 

This is simply directing business in its proper channels, 
for banks are by rights the money exchanges. If in years of 
prosperity you are compelled to borrow, owing to the custom- 
er’s notes you are carrying, what will be the outcome when a 
season of small crops with fair prices or good crops with 
small prices, or both small crops and low prices occur? 

THE PROGRAM. 

Your committee of arrangements has provided a program 
which I trust it will be the pleasure of every perso> resent 
to enthusiastically participate in. Those who have as yet not 
signed the roll we wish to become members. The association, 
which seeks to obtain benefits and protection for its mem- 
bers, to receive the gain which will come through a strong 
association for mutual protection from great loss and to be the 
recipients of the many advantages to be derived by organi- 
zation, must so fortify itself with membership that it will be 
in position to insist that attention be given its reasonabe re- 
quests. Let us proceed to the work before us determined to 
do it so well that those dealers who are not represented will 


‘wish that they were, and through our good work and efforts 


by January next may we have our membership doubled and 
benfits directly felt. 


Reports of two standing committess, (1) on mutual fire 
insurance and (2) on raising funds for reimbursing members 
who went to Boise and Olympia and aided in securing the 
passage of the peddlers’ license laws in these states, were 
called for, but both asked for extension of time, which was 
granted them. 


SECRETARY EVENSON’S REPORT. 





Secretary Evenson’s report showed the association to 
be in a fair condition financially, considering the short time it 


has been in existence. In February the association was or- 
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ganized with 145 dealers present, seventy-two of whom signed 
and agreed to becom? members. The active membership has 
since been increased to 130. Some nineteen complaints had 
been received as to jobbers distributing outside the regular 
trade channels, all of which were amicably and satisfactorily 
adjusted. Mr. Evenson commended the local jobbers for their 
courteous treatment and evident desire to co-operate with the 
association in all worthy movements. The secretary’s office, in 
all, handled about 3,000 pieces of mail matter, outgoing and 
incoming, during the three months. The secretary presented 
the following questions which he suggested the association 
consider and formulate plans or a policy for the guidance of 
the secretary in his work: . 
QUESTIONS. 

(1) Whether or not and under what conditions a jobber 
shall sell a blacksmith. The secretary suggested that when a 
dealer wants the blacksmith’s trade the jobber be requested to 
protect him in it. 

_(2) The matter of formulating local associations in 
home towns of the various members, wherever two or more 
are engaged in the hardware and implement trade. 

(3) The advisability of starting something in the shape 
of a delinquent list. Secretary Evenson commented on the 
fact that the grocers’ associations have a system of this sort 
which is very effective and beneficial. Inform each other of 
such delinquents ; thereby protect yourselves. 

(4) The advisability of joining the National Retail Hard- 
ware Dealers’ Association and sending a representative to the 
Chicago convention. The secretary stated that this associa- 
tion now has some 7,000 members and is doing a valuable 
work in the interest of hardware merchants throughout the 
whole country. For instance, it has prevailed upon many 
manufacturers to refuse to sell catalogue houses, or if they 
do sell them, to do so only with price restrictions. In view 
of the fact that the local association is for both hardware 
and implement men, whereas the national is only for hardware 
men, and because of other considerations, the national asso- 
ciation makes a special membership proposition of $1 instead 
of $2 for every member in good standing, for which sum they 
will be enrolled in the national and the natjonal bulletin sent 
each of them for one year. . 

CONSTITUTIONAL AMENDMENTS. 


The secretary in his report also presented some proposed 
amendments to the constitution and by-laws as follows: 

(1) That no rules, regulations or by-laws shall be adopted 
in any manner stifling competition, restraining trade or pool- 
ing profits. 

(2) That traveling men and traveling freight solicitors be 
admitted to honorary membership on payment of $2 per year 
dues, without vote. 

Both of these amendments, after some discussion, were 
unanimously carried. 

Taking up the recommendations of the secretary, the 
question of the blacksmith trade was discussed at length, 
practically all the members present participating. The discus- 
sion showed that it would be hard to draw an absolute line, 
as some blacksmiths bought only for their own use, while 
others resold more or less goods on the side. From the point 
of view of the jobber, the problem also presents difficulties, as 
there are some jobbers who cater only to the blacksmith 
trade. It was pointed out that the question of blacksmiths 
handling implements should not be difficult to deal with, but 
that the chief difficulty would be in connection with material 
lines. It was the consensus of opinion, however, that the 
interests of dealers carrying blacksmith supplies shquld be 
respected so far as practicable. No general plan being forth- 
coming, the matter was left in the hands of the board of 
trustees. 

President Butterfield and Mr. Spiker announced that the 
Southern Idaho Implement and Hardware Dealers’ Associa- 
tion desired to affiliate with the Inland Empire association as 
a whole, and suggested. the broadening of the association so 
as to include all Washington, Oregon and Idaho. Motion by 
Lueas that a committee of three on advisability of enlarging 
the scope of the organization carried, the president announc- 
ing that the committee would be appointed later.

WEDNESDAY EVENING SESSION. 
A very good paper was read by D. F. Anderson of 
Rosalia on “A Business and a Profit, and How They Are 
Related.” The address was well received and was as fol- 


lows: 
A BUSINESS AND A PROFIT. 





I have been asked to speak to you to-night on the sub- 
ject, “A Business and a Profit, and How They are Related.” 
This, gentlemen, is a subject that all business men should 
study and understand as fully as possible. However, while it 
has been constantly in my mind for the last thirty years, still 
it is a subject hard fo speak upon and more especially ‘by one 
like myself, who is not a public speaker and does not often 
stand before as an intelligent body of men like you and at- 
tempt to tell you what is and what should be done. However, 
in my weak way will say a few plain words, and if I am so 
fortunate as to express one idea that will be of value to you | 
will feel satisfied. 

A mercantile business must be conducted on a business 
principle, to be successful. Now what is that business 
principle? When I was a young man and made my first 
business venture an old man who was a friend of my family 
and who had spent his life in the mercantile line said: “The 
first thing with you is to be sure in buying your goods to 
know that you are buying them from right parties and at such 
prices that you can sell them at a good, fair profit and com- 
pete with your brother merchants. Buy only standard goods, 
those you can recommend and guarantee and at all times 
stand under, and make your guarantee good. Make your as- 
sortment complete for the demands of your locality, as the 
shorts are where a large loss in profits occur. Also be very 
careful not to overstock, as old goods usually color, damage 
from rust, etc., and you are loser. When you have bought 
your goods right, have a good and complete assortment, then 
you are in a position to say to your patrons, come and dealt 
with me.” 

_ I have never forgotten this and believe it has done me a 
lot of good during my years of business, and I believe it is 
the best of advice to any young man engaging in a business. 
But we do not stop there. The first principle required in a 
good salesman is to know his goods, to know the cost and 
selling price, and this can only be done by having the cost 
and selling prices plainly marked on each article. The quality 
of your goods can only be known by carefully studying and 
constantly watching what you are selling, and always advise 
your customers of the true facts as you know them. Keep. 
your stock well arranged and in such shape that it can be 
shown quickly and to the best advantage. The old saying is: 
that “Time is money,” and it is true; and it is also a fact that 
most of your best customers are active and busy men and do. 
not want to be delayed when they. come to your store to» 
trade. They prefer to get what they want quickly, and a good 
salesman will at all times study his customer and his needs: 
and requirements and be able to know as nearly as possible- 
just what will please him. By doing this the salesman will! 
reduce his work very much and please his patron. 

Profits should always be fair, the cost of the article and 
the rapidity of sale shotld be considered always in figuring 
out a margin, That is to say, an article occasionally called for- 
should bear a greater margin than a staple article. But all’ 
should bear a fair margin. When I say a fair margin I do- 
not mean, as a merchant once told me when talking to him- 
about profits, that he looked at an article and his first thought 
was, what dees my competitor get for this; or if my competi- 
tor does not have it, how much can I get for it, what will it- 
sell for and bring me the greatest profit and still sell, but I 
mean a profit that will reimburse me for my investment, 
rentals, cost of msurance, clerk hire and such other expenses 
as a merchant usually has in running a business. We must- 
count our subscriptions to the various things required in the 
town, such as celebrations, baseball, fairs, charity, etc. This 
must be dene or we would be called mean and stingy and air 
effort would be made to injure us. This must be added to- 
expense and the balance sbeet must show a profit over and? 
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above all these expenses so that. we can add to our capital 
each and every year. That is what I mean by a fair profit. 

How shall a merchant determine his profits? This can 
only be done by a careful inventory each and every year. 
The invoice should be taken with the same care as if he was 
buying the stock, a careful balancing of his books and charg- 
ing to profit and loss all doubtful accounts, then after deduct- 
ing all liabilities he can know what is left. I regret to say 
sO many guess at their stock and hold on their books ac- 
counts for years that should not be there, and in this way the 
balance shown by their books is misleading. We do not make 
a profit by trying to induce or influence our competitors’ cus- 
tomers to come our way by cutting prices to them when they 
happen to come to our place to buy; when they do come, as a 
tule, the article wanted is something our competitor is out of. 
We do not make a profit or gain trade by abusing our com- 
petitor or denouncing his goods as being inferior. It is 
enough for us to advocate the best qualities and points of our 
own wares. 

Business and profit must have a close relation. The 
business produces the offspring, profit, and the offspring must 
support the parent; the one can not long survive without the 
other, and for that reason I stated above a good profitable 
salesman should and must know his goods and must know 
the cost and profits.. When sold at marked prices there can 
be no guessing on this matter; if so, the merchant is lost. 

Gentlemen, I thank you for the kind attention you have 
given me. 





A. L. Porter, secretary of the Western Retail Lumber- 
men’s Association, gave an address on “Mutual Fire Insur- 
ance; Our Experience With It.” Mr. Porter reviewed the 
history of the formation of the lumbermen’s mutual fire in- 
surance company, explained its plan and workings and 
quoted figures and statistics showing that mutual companies, 
properly safeguarded and rightly conducted, protect the in- 
sured and at the same time effect a considerable saving from 
the board rates. The saving should prove an inducement in 
getting new members and keeping the old ones; in making 
the organization stronger. It is the cohesive element that will 
hold the association together. 

A general discussion of mutual insurance and the ad- 
visability of the association taking it up followed. W. P. 
Lucas stated, while the committee was not yet ready to report, 
that it would undoubtedly recommend the formation of a 
mutual insurance company in the association. President But- 
terfield spoke of the success of mutual companies in which he 
had carried insurance in eastern states and said that if there 
is any section that needs mutual insurance it is certainly here 
in Washington and Idaho, where rates are comparatively 
very high, and said that he believed they should form such 
an association for their own protection. Others, while favor- 
ing the plant, called attention to the necessity of proceeding 
carefully, having risks well distributed and having a limit 
both on amount to be carried and on policy holders’ lia- 
bility. Practically all of the members present spoke briefly on 
the matter, the opinions expressed showing conclusively that it 
was a matter in which they were especially interested in and 
practically unanimously in favor of. 


THURSDAY MORNING SESSION. 


The report of the insurance committee, which was given 
“by W. P. Lucas, was the first business taken up and the 
leading feature of this session. Mr. Lucas’ report stated that 
the committee had found by a study of statistics and mutual 
systems that mutual insurance could be made safe, would 
enable members to save from 25 to 40 per cent on their in- 
surance, and that such a system would be of value in getting 
and holding members. The committee recommended the in- 
corporation of the Inland Empire Implement and Hardware 
Dealers’ Mutual Fire Insurance Association under the laws 
of Washington, it to be a strictly mutual company, confined 
to members of the association, policies on stocks and stores 
to run for one year with a maximum of $3,000 on any one 
risk. The outlined plan of the committee also provided that 
where two policies are taken in the same block, the secretary 
shall reinsure in an eastern mutual association the amount in 
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excess Of $3,000, and that no member shall be liable for a 
greater sum than the amount of his annual premium. The re- 
port then went into details as to the plan of organization, offi- 
cers, board of trustees, rates to be charged, meetings of policy 
holders, election of trustees and officers, filling vacancies, ex- 
penses and per diem for directors, duties of officers, assess- 
ments, dividends and reserve funds. The report of the com- 
mittee was unanimously adopted. Motion by Lucas that the 
chair appoint a committee of five to take steps to organize the 
company prevailed. The president announced that the com- 
mittee would be appointed later. 
JOIN THE NATIONAL, 

The matter of joining the National Retail Hardware 
Dealers’ Association then came up for discussion. It was 
suggested that the association join as an organization, but 
that dues be paid by individual members instead of from the 
association treasury. Motion to this effect by L. E. Lucas pre- 
vailed. 

Dana Child, called on for a few words on the “City 
Dealers,” called attention to the fact that the price cutter 
usually sells inferior goods, or else fails in business, and to 
the fact that cheap goods in the long run cost more. He ex- 
pressed the opinion that dealers should strive, and work to- 
gether, to get a fair, living profit. “One of the greatest of 
the benefits of this association,” said Mr. Child, “is that it 
brings us closer together and gives us more confidence in each 
other.” 

H. Stewart spoke briefly on “The Traveling Men.” Mr. 
Stewart said the traveling man is the merchant’s best friend, 
even more so than “the house,” which does not know him 
personally, and that the merchant should “snuggle up” to the 
traveling man, who knows his point of view, his troubles and 
who is interested in him and willing to help him. 

C. L. King of Jensen-King-Byrd Co. spoke a few words 
to the effect that the jobbers liked to see the conventién held 
in Spokane, were pleased to meet with the dealers, many of 
whom are their customers, and said that he was sure meet- 
ing together in this manner would be productive of much 
good. 

Mr. Baker of Pullman brought up the matter of dealers 
sending out canvassers to drum up trade in their own and 
sometimes in their competitors’ territory. Mr, Baker said 
that this kind of trade was almost always unsatisfactory, cost 
more to get than there was profit in it and that it was largely 
trade that the dealer would get, and on better conditions, 
without such methods. He said that if the association could 
take some action to stop this practice it would result in more 
benefit to the individual members than almost any other work 
the association could take up. Mr. Baker’s remarks met with 
hearty approval and led to a general discussion of canvass- 
ing and peddling problems and catalogue competition. Sev- 
eral of those present stated that they had cut out canvass- 
ing in connection with their business and found that they did 
just as much business and made more money. The twine 
problem also came up for general discussion. 

The program being practically completed, the convention 
adjourned until the banquet in the evening. The board of 
directors met in the afternoon to outline its work for the 
coming months and among other things decided to make a 
vigorous canvass among all the directors in hardware and im- 
plements in the surrounding country for the purpose of in- 
creasing the membership. Secretary Evenson will go on the 
road and cover the territory for this purpose. 

THE BANQUET. 

The convention closed with a sumptuous banquet at the 
Hotel Spokane Thursday evening, at which F. H. Mason of 
Holley, Mason, Marks & Co. acted as toastmaster, and at 
which some 117 guests were present. One of the delights of 
the evening was the Elks’ quartette, which added much to 
the pleasure of the occasion and was repeatedly encored. Af- 
ter a.repast which left nothing more to be desired in that line, 
the following toasts were responded to: 

“Our Successful Association,” by President C. L. Butter- 
field.

Brands 





The question of the employment of private brands by hardware jobbers, instead of the reg- 


ular brands used by the manufacturers themselves, has been agitated more freely of late than 


ever before. 


To THE AMERICAN ARTISAN. 

The letter appearing above the name of Fred Neudorff 
in the last issue of THE AMERICAN ARTISAN is an able ex- 
position of one view of the jobbers’ versus factory brands 
discussion. It is not, however, so far as I know, the average 
or the most forcible argument commonly heard from those 
retailers who are opposed to factory brands. Moreover, I 
feel that Mr. Neudorff does not represent the retail trade in 
his article and that he departed from his ordinary procedure 
in treating the matter as he did. The letter is strong and 
earnest but does not show the deep reasoning faculties with 
which I have become accustomed to credit Mr. Neudorff. 

I am perhaps as strongly in favor of the jobber’s brand 
as is to be found. I am not opposed to handling makers’ 
brands; I handle both in conjunction. However, my predi- 
lection for the jobber’s trademark does not prevent me from 
realizing that your paper is justified in procuring the con- 
sensus of opinion on this subject and in devoting as much 
space as you do toward its publication. When the matter is 
important enough to be taken up by the American Manufac- 
turers’ Association and the southern jobbers, when it is un- 
questionably a matter in which every retailer, jobber and 
manufacturer is interested, it is certainly something which 
ought to be given publicity. I commend your manager for 
bringing the matter to light. I am glad to see secrets of both 
manufacturer and jobber aired. 

I believe that this discussion will help materially, though 
indirectly, in overcoming a phase of catalogue house com- 
petition. Private brands are a club which the jobbers are 
holding over the heads of the manufacturers, forcing them 
to take some action against selling to catalogue houses. To 
a person who believes that the abolition or continuation of 
the jobber’s brand means the life or the death of the manu- 
facturers’ trusts, of the hardware department of the cata- 
logue houses, of the jobbers as a body, the question is not 
light or a case of hot air. It is of serious moment.’ It is not 
“the most fruitless, unnecessary and uncalled for one that has 
yet been discussed in a trade paper.” Is not the catalogue 
house question the most vitally, the most terribly, important 
controversy on. hand at the present time? And is not the 
private brand question so inseparably connected with it as to 
be regarded as one of the solutions of the evil? 

Farther down in Mr. Neudorff’s letter, this highly es- 
teemed gentleman finds occasion to ask: “Why should there 
be any discussion of a matter, the solution of which rests en- 
‘irely with the buyer?” Statements such as this almost make 
ne doubt the authenticity of the signature. Has not the gen- 
tleman read the report of the special committee appointed 
ty the idauufacturers to investigate the matter? Has he 
read the answer of the Southern jobbers? Or has he con- 
sidered the matter too ridiculous for consideration? The 


jobbers said plainly (I don’t know the exact words, but Mr. 
Neudorff is at liberty to correct me): “Private brands will 
vanish as the dew before the sun, when we find we can make

a profit on factory brands.” This certainly doesn’t look as 
though the dealers had omnipotent power. Of course the 
dealer can do what he wants, but he has to want what his 
drummers have. If they haven’t got private brands, how in 
God’s good world is he going to buy them? 

I like THe AmerICAN ARTISAN. I like other sheets, too— 
one pérhaps as well from a hardware standpoint as yours. 
I say this to show that I’m not a four-flushed enthusiast or 
trying to jolly you-along. I-do believe that you are on the 
right track. The trade paper is not a “brother’s keeper.” It 
is a purveyor of news. It should give its readers the best 
thought of the day. This news should, in my opinion, be 
didactic in a measure. At any rate, the dealer should be able 
to draw certain conclusions from an article published. He 
should go away knowing more than when he started reading 
the article. A paper to be valuable should have opinions and 
should express them. 

I have studied the private brand question thoroughly. I 
have taken my position. I read-your page weekly and I am 
always glad to note the opinions pro and con. A matter like 
this can’t be threshed- out too thoroughly. The true ad- 
herents of private brands don’t dread publicity. 

If this drool is too long kindly return same and I shall 
be pleased to shorten it. Trusting that I have offended 


neither you nor Mr. Neudorff, I remain, yours very truly.

A jobber’s brand will compare very favorably in material 
with maker’s brands, and my experience with them is that 
they are generally better. The selling price which the jobber 
generally has upon them is about the same,. grade for grade, 
as the maker’s price. In workmanship they are infinitely. bet- 
ter. Take hand saws for instance and show me where you 
can buy a 26-inch Skew Back, finely finished hand saw. with 
a carved, 5 screw handle from the maker for $12.00 the dozen. 
You simply cannot do it, and a saw that will compare with 
it in finish under a maker’s brand will cost the dealer $13.50. 

As to selling, this depends entirely upon the merchant 
who is selling the goédds. If he possesses “salesmanship” 
he can sell anything that is good, no matter who’s brand it 
bears. Of course he must have confidence in his own ability 
to select a good piece of goods, and after he has selected it, 
he must have “salesmanship” in order to sell it. “Salesman- 
ship” is something that no one has yet described. Mr. Shel- 
don says that he has it done up in paper packages in Chicago, 
and that if you have the price he can give it to you; “sales- 
manship,” he means, but I am inclined to think that it is only 
a “package.” No one can tell what salesmanship is, but if 
you've got it, get private brands, and stick to them: We all 
know a living being from a corpse, but not one of us can tell 
what that certain something is that gives life to the body 
and makes it attractive. So it is with salesmanship. If you 
have “salesmanship” and a gocd private brand, »o1 jAave 
something that nd one can take from you. To sum up, there 

















are private brands selling in some sections where they are 
better known than the maker’s brands. Then there are other 
sections where the reverse is true. This condition is due 
solely to the efforts of the man who is running the store and 
they vary according to the ability of the man’s “salesman- 
ship.” 

The extra stamping, boxing, etce., necessary for jobbers’ 
hands does not increase the price. If it did the jobber would 
be getting a poorer piece of goods. Manufacturers may claim 
that jobbers get a cheaper piece of goods as a result of this 
so-called added expense, but I know buyers who are as good 
judges of what they buy as the maker. 

The dealer can, if he but will, secure a greater profit on 
the jobber’s brand. That is if he has salesmanship. On the 
other hand he might have “salesmanship” and the maker’s 
brand and if the other fellow was bent upon doing biz for 
nothing (they both carrying the same lines) cut prices would 
ensue, and no amount of salesmanship would save the man, 
whereas a jobber’s brand with an exclusive right to sell would 
save the man his “salesmanship” and his money as well.

I give a far stronger guarantee with jobbers’ than with 
makers’ brands. 

As I said before, buyers are about as competent as the 
maker in telling quality, hence I see nothing to be feared 
from two factories making the goods for the same brand. 
As a usual thing though jobbers’ brands come from the 
same place year after year, some factory managers who are 
_anxious. to sell jobbers and “cat-houses” alike to the con 
trary notwithstanding. Some factory managers would have 
you believe that jobbers buy a good article and as Soon as 
they get a trade worked up on it, they leave the factory 
which first made the article and go to some one else “be 
cause they get an extra 5 per cent.” But this is not the case. 
I think that the sense of honor is as well developed in the 
jobber as it is in the maker. 

On the whole, I am very favorable toward jobbers’ 
brands, and if ever I go into the retail biz it’s jobbers’ brands 
for me so long as the makers insist on making retailers com 


pete with “cat-houses.”

Combination heating or heating by means of hot air 
plus hot water has been growing in favor and demand 
during the past 
few years. In fact, 
at the present time 
it is almost impos- 
sible for a heating 
expert to hold his 
j trade and do with- 
out this system. 
Very _ frequently 
after a hot air furnace is installed, it is found to be im- 
possible to heat some rooms, especially those on the 
floor in which the furnace itself has been placed. These 
rooms are the ones which combination heating is es- 
pecially designed to reach. Again, it is often found 
expedient to heat the kitchen tank or range boiler by 
means of the coil attached to the furnace. 

The argument in favor of combination heating is 
strong. Very few deny its practicability. There have 
been, however, decided objections to the installation 
of the coil. It has been criticized because of the fact 
that to connect such heating apparatus it is necessary

in most cases to drill the dome or fireplace of the 
furnace. Additional openings are necessary to protect 
against leakage of gas. 

The Excelsior Steel Furnace Co., 38-40 W. Monroe 
St., Chicago, have devised a system which they be- 
‘ieve obviates these difficulties, by means of the peculiar 
construction of the feed dome and the frame, on which 
patents are now pending. Openings are provided 
which connect with the interior of the furnace through 
the neck of the cast dome. 

These admit of the passage of hot water pipes of 
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suitable size, so that a hot water heater or coil may 
be put in at any time without, it is said, disturbing the 
furnace in any respect. The arrangement of these

openings is claimed to be such that not only is a wide 
latitude allowed to suit the varying ideas of the heat- 
ing contractor in the manner of making connections, 
but it is possible to install in a single furnace not only 
a heater for heating with water one or more rooms,

water supply. 

The location of the openings admits of making a 
connection with any of the different constructions of 
water heaters now in the market. For the convenience 
of those who wish to make a connection in the rear 
of the furnace in the manner now in vogue, a boss 
is placed on the back of the cast dome as shown in 
one of the illustrations presented herewith, which ad- 
mits of easy drilling.

ELLIPTICAL TO ONE SIDE.

For the development of the pattern, proceed as fol- 
lows: Let A, B, C, D, E, F be the side elevation of 
the elbow, H the section on the line F and A, and J, 
K, L, M, N, O the section on the line D. C. To com- 
plete the plan it will be necessary to obtain the section 
on the miter line E B in elevation, for which proceed 
as follows: Divide the profile H into equal spaces, 
as shown by small figures 1 to 7; then parallel to A B, 
and from the small figures in the profile H draw

lines intersecting the miter line E B at points 1 to 7. 
Place the profile V, which is similar to the profile H, 
in its proper position, turning the circle one-quarter 
around, as shown by the small figures. Then at right 
angles to A B and from the intersection on the miter 
line B E, drop lines intersecting those of similar num- 
bers drawn from the intersections in the profile V 
parallel to P R. A line trace through points of inter- 
section thus, obtain, as shown by R, O, T, S, will be 
the horizontal section on line B E in elevation. At 
right angles to A B and from A drop a line inter- 
secting the plan at P and U. Connect P with R and 
U with T, then will P, R, S, T, U, J, K, L, M, N,O 
be the complete plan of the elbow corresponding to 
the side elevation. 

For the pattern for the horizontal arm of the elbow 
shown by A, B, E, F in Fig. 1, proceed as follows: 
At right angles to A B, and in line with A F, draw

Referring to Fig. 2, the lower arm 
shown is a transition piece from oblong to oval at the

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As the plan of the half 
oval is divided into six equal spaces, divide the two 
semi-circles of the oblong plan each into six equal 
spaces, as shown by the small figures 8 to 14 and 


angles shown in elevation. 


15 to 21. Now connect solid lines in plan, 
as shown from I to 14, 2 to 13, 3 to 12, ete., 
until the last line, 2 to 16, is obtained. In similar man- 
ner connect points by dotted lines, as shown ffom I 
to 13, 2 to 12, 3 to 11, etc., until the last line, 1 to 16, 
is obtained. Then will the solid and dotted lines rep- 
resent the bases of the triangles, which will be con- 
structed as follows: From the various intersections 
in the plan of the oblong erect perpendicular lines until 
they intersect the base line in eleyation D C, as shown 
by corresponding small figures. In similar manner 
from the intersections on the oval plan erect perpen- 
diculars until they intersect the miter line E B, as 
shown by the small figures. Now connect the solid 
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lines, 2 to 13, 3 to 12, etc., which will represent the 
elevation of similar lines in the plan. In practice it 
is not necessary to connect these points in elevation, 
and for that reason the dotted lines in elevation have 
been omitted. Extend the lines D C indefinitely to the 
right and at any point, as H, erect the perpendicular 
H F. Then at right angles to H F and from the 
various intersections on the miter line E B, draw lines 
intersecting H F at points 1 to 7. Now také the 
various lengths of the solid lines in plan and measur- 
ing in every instance from the point H, in the dia- 
gram M;; locate points on the horizontal line H 8 and 
from the points draw lines to intersections on the ver- 
tical line H F as follows: Take the length of the 
solid line 1 to 15 in plan, and set it off on the hori- 
zontal line H 8, locating the point 15. From 15 draw 
a line to the point 1 on the vertical line H F. Then 
will 1 to 15 in the diagram M represent the actual 
distance of the line shown in plan by 1 to 15. In the 
manner take the distance 2 to 16 in plan and set it off 
on the horizontal line H 8, locating the point 16. From 
16 draw a line to 2 on the line H F. Then wiil 16 
to 2 be the actual length of the line shown by 16 to 2 
in plan. Proceed in this manner until all the hypote- 
nuses in the diagram M are obtained. In the same 
manner erect the vertical line J L and continue the 
horizontal lines from points on E B, cutting the same 
as shown from 1 to L. Continue the horizontal line 
D J thus, upon which set off the various lengths of the 
dotted lines of the plan, measuring in every distance 
from the point J, thus locating the points on the hori- 
zontal line J to 13. From these points lines are drawn 
to intersections on the vertical line L J as follows: 
Take the length of the dotted line 1 to 16 in plan and 
set it off from J toward 13, thus locating the point 16. 
From 16 draw a line to the point 1 on the vertical 
line L J. Then will 1 to 16 in the diagram N represent 
the actual distance on the finished article of the dotted 
line shown in plan by 1 to 16. In the same manner all 
the hypotenuses of the dotted lines in plan are ob- 
tained in diagram N. It should be understood that all 
points shown from 1 to 7 in the horizontal section 
on the line E B are projected first on the line E B 
of the elevation, and then to the vertical lines H F 
and J L of the diagrams, while all points shown in 
the plan on the line D C from 8 to 21 are transferred 
to horizontal lines H 8 and J to 13. The next step is 
to obtain a true section on the line E B in elevation, 
for which proceed as follows: Parallel to E B draw 
any line as U V, upen which construct a half profile 
on the line A F of the elevation of Fig. 1, as shown 
at H. Now from the various intersections I to 7, in 
the profile H, carry lines parallel to U V and inter- 
sect same by lines of similar numbers drawn at right 
angles to E B from the intersections on the same. A 
line traced through the intersections thus obtained, 
as shown from 1 to 7, will be one-half the true section 
on the line E B. Having obtained the diagrams of 
triangles, and the true section on E B, we are now 
able, with the use of the oblong section in plan, to 
develop the pattern for the lower arm as follows: In 
Fig. 3 draw any horizontal line, as 14 to 15, equal in 
length to 14 to 15 of Fig. 2. Now with 15 to I in 
diagram M as radius, and 15 of Fig. 3, as center, de- 
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scribe che arc 1; then with 14 as center, and 14 to 1 
in diagram M of Fig. 2 as radius, describe an arc in- 
térsecting the arc at 1 in Fig. 3, locating the point 1. 
Now with 14 to 13 in plan Fig. 2 as radius, and 14 
of Fig. 3 as center, describe the arc 13. Then with 
I as center, and I to 13 in the diagram .N of Fig. 2 as 
radius, describe an arc intersecting the previous arc 
13 in Fig. 3. Now with 1 to 2 in-the true section S 
of Fig. 2 as radius, and 1 of Fig. 3 as center, describe 
the arc 2. Then*®with 13 as center, and 13 to 2 in the 
diagram M of Fig. 2 as radius, describe an arc, inter- 
secting the arc 2 in Fig. 3. 
using alternately first the spaces in the oblong plan 
of Fig. 2, with the lengths of the hypotenuses in the 
diagram N and the spaces in the true section S, with 
the lengths of the slant lines in the diagram M, until 
the line 8 to 7 in the pattern of Fig. 3 is obtained. 
Now with 8 to 21 in the oblong plan Fig. 2 as radius, 
and 8 of Fig. 3 as center, describe the arc 21. Then 
with 7 as center, and 7 to 21 in the diagram M of Fig. 
2 as radius, describe an arc intersecting the previous 
arc 21 in Fig. 3. Proceed in the same manner for the 
pattern opposite the line 1 to 15 in Fig. 3, using alter- 
nately first the spaces in the oblong plan Fig. 2, with 
the length of the slant lines in diagram N, and the 
spaces in the true section S with the lengths of the 
solid slant lines in diagram M, until the last line 7 to 
21 in Fig. 3 is obtained, which is of the same length 
of 7 to 21 on the opposite end of the drawing. Lines 
traced through points thus obtained, as shown by 7 
to 1 to 7 and 21 to 15, 14, 8, 21, will complete the full 


pattern for the upper arm of the elbow.

CHICAGO IRON MARKET. 

Prices continue to recede following the course pur- 
sued for the last two or three weeks. At the present 
time buyers are in a stronger position than since last 
November. Moreover, there is lack of cohesion among 
the Soutliern producers. All this in spite of the fact 
that the market is not dull, and that melters in and 
about Chicago are sounding frequently. Inquiries 
have been numerous, but not large. 

Investigation leads to the belief that the buying for 
the second half will set in stronger with the first of 
next month. The consumption of iron on the part of 
foundry men has steadily increased during the last two 
months, and wiseacres are morally certain that their 
needs will have to be supplied soon. A feeling of con- 
fidence pervades sellers as a whole, in spite of the de- 
creasing prices. It is explained that the slump is merely 
a reaction, and that the bottom will soon be reached, 
and the market strengthened. Furnaces show no de- 
cided disposition to book future delivery orders at less 
than the current prices, but it is true nevertheless, 
that they are out for orders, and can usually be per- 
suaded to take what they can get. 

Local No. 2 foundry is offered at $16.50 Chicago. 
Southern No. 2 irons sell at about $15.65 Chicago. 
These prices can be shaded twenty-five cents per ton 
for spot delivery, and in some cases fifty cents if the 
order happens to be a very desirable one. Two in- 
quiries received during the week under review helped 
to buoy up the market. One of these was for 2,400 
tons from the Pullman company, and the other from 
the Moline Plow Co. for an equal amount. 

Very little has been done in buying and selling bil- 
lets. They are offered at from twenty-eight to thirty 
dollars. “Wire rods: are quiet and prices are being 
shaded about one dollar a ton. The steel bar market 
is very firm and, with the time at hand when new con- 
tracts will have to be let, the anxious spirit is mani- 
fested by buyers rather than sellers. Bar iron is get- 
ting stronger and no shading of prices is indulged in. 
Quotations range from 1.50c to 1.55¢. 

With prices very ragged the demand for sheets is 
continually increasing and statistics show a more bril- 
liant future, than has been visible for some time. It is 
said that the stocks carried by both jobbers and con- 
sumers are very low, and that measures must be taken 
in the very near future to rehabilitate them. 

Structural steel is inclined to be weak. Very few 
orders have been taken during the last week, although 
this is undoubtedly a gratifying sign to the mills.. In- 
stead of catching up with their orders, the manufac- 
turers seem to be falling farther behind every day. 

Specifications in plates continued exceptionally heavy. 
Consumption is large and the mills are overcrowded. 

Merchant steel and merchant pipe are rather quiet, 
although an influx of orders would not please the mills 
so much as usually. Consumers of merchant steel 
have been sounding the markets freely, and it is ex- 
pected that as soon as the contracting movement be- 
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Report. 


gins, early specifications will deluge the already 


filled mills. 

Coke is quite strong and Connelisville seventy-two- 
hour foundry coke is unchanged at from $2.25 to $2.50 
at the ovens. Connellsville furnace and foundry cokes 
from less favored districts are from twenty-five to fifty 
cents lower. 


PIG IRON. 
Rogers, Brown & Co., iron merchants, will say in 
their weekly report: 

In spite of an increased number of inquiries and present 
low prices, some foundrymen are holding out for lower fig- 
ures than the furnaces are willing to consider, and business 
remains unplaced. As the first of July approaches, the con- 
viction becomes stronger that a turning point is near at hand, 
and the developments during the next four weeks will be 
watched with much interest. : 

One or two inquiries of size have been out the past week, 
but actual business of any magnitude is wanting. It appears 
that consumers are watching closely the state of the market, 
and there-is considerable speculation as to what will be its 
trend in the near future. This has not stimulated sales to 
any extent. Activity in all lines of heavier manufacture of 
steel continues at the same remarkable rate which has held 
steadily since the beginning of the year, and operating rec- 
ords are being broken on all sides. 

Coke is without noticeable change, either in price or ton- 
nage output. The demand continues good. 





Matthew Addy & Company, iron merchants, will 
say in their weekly report: 

Compared with the complete inactivity which prevailed 
in the market a few weeks ago considerable is doing at the 
present time. There is not as much new busimess as sellers 
would like to see, but there is a steady run of orders. These 
orders are mainly for immediate shipment. In fact con- 
sumers who are buying as a rule have allowed their stocks 
to run Gown to such an extent that they are asking for al- 
most instantaneous deliveries. 

Inquiry is ‘very large, but this big inquiry has not yet 
materialized into actual business. ; 

Coke is in very much better shape than pig iron in that 
there are heavy actual transactions and a continued brisk 
demand. 

It is .ery evident that buyers are still disposed to move 
with exceeding caution; but it is also evident that consump- 
tion is enormous and that before long purchasing will have 
to begin on an extensive scale. Consumers cannot indefinite- 
ly remain out of the market.

There has. been a decided increase in the demand of 
sheets, both black and .galvanized, also tin plate. The pos- 
sibility of a strike is not so remote as it appeared some weeks 
ago.

COPPER. 


European consumers of refined copper continued to 
place moderate sized orders for both July and August 
shipments yesterday at prices averaging £69 15s, and 
the domestic melters also purchased more freely for 
June and July deliveries, though they did not appear 
lesirous of buying for forward shipments at prevail- 
ing prices. The leading producers held their export 
quotation at £69 15s, and in some instances at £70, 
c. i. f., European points, and secured 15c to 15.10c for 
the electrolytic grade in transactions with home melt- 
ers, while they held the Lake grade at 15¢ to 15.12"%c, 
and the casting grades at 14.75c, cash and 10 points 
additional for net 30 days. The Chinese manufac- 
turers did not issue inquiries for any additional ton- 
nages and it is thought that these interests have cov- 
ered the bulk of their requirements temporarily. 

There were no exports from any of the Atlantic 
ports Tuesday, but the shipments for the first 20 days 
of this month aggregate 12,256 tons. It is now ex- 
pected that the exports for the entire month will easily 
exceed 20,000 tons, and may reach 22,000 tons. 

Trading in standard warrants continued very quiet 
yesterday in the London market and purchases ag- 
gregated 125 tons of which 75 tons were in spot de- 
liveries. The covering by short interests caused net 

‘advances of 5s in both spot and nearby deliveries, 
which closed at £66 2s 6d. Best selected brands were 
unchanged at £70 10s, with the usual trade discount.

PIG TIN. 


The development of considerable strength in the 
London pig tin'market did not cause a sympathetic 
advance in the local trading, but the undertone’ con- 
tinued very firm. Importers and dealers generally held 
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their spot offerings at 30.50c to 30.60c, but most of the 
sales were made on the basis of 30.55c. Consumers 
bought a little more freely to cover immediate re- 
quirements, but they were not inclined to purchase 
heavily for forward shipments. 

Deliveries throughout the remainder of this month 
were also held at 30.55c and the July delivery at 
30.40c. The settling prices, fixed by the local Metal 
Exchange committee on quotations, were 30.55c for 
June and 30.22%c for July. 

The arrival of 50 tons at the port from Bremen on 
the steamship Princess Alice increased the total re- 
ceipts so far this month to 1,625 tons, but did not tend 
to weaken the undertone of the market. The total 
amount afloat now aggregates 2,388 tons. 

Continued covering by short interests and renewed 
buying by the speculative element in the London mar- 
ket caused net advances of 7s 6d in spot and 12s 6d 
in nearby deliveries, which closed at £139 5s and 
£137 15s, respectively. The Singapore market was 5s 
higher, with the spot price on the basis of £138 c. i. f. 
London. 


CHICAGO HARDWARE SCRAPS. 


Eastern jobbers report a slight falling off in the 
demand though most goods are selling up to expecta- 
tions. Retailers continue to réplenish their stocks 
upon every desirable occasion, but their demands seem 
to be a trifle less than before an undertone of weakness 
was detected in the market. 

An element of uncertainty makes the present mar- 
ket interesting. It is in its final stages, before the 
annual summer dullness. At the present time, it is 
halting between weakness and strength—between the 
weakness which is natural at this time of the year, 
and the strength which the inordinately late spring has 
brought about in strictly summer goods. 

There is little disposition to readjust the price sched- 
ule and most values are at the old level. A slight 
tendency downward is to be noted, but it is hardly 
pronounced enough to be worthy of comment. Manu- 
facturers’ pools tend to restrain any lowering of the 
price schedule, which natural conditions might war- 
rant. Jobbers, however, are finding it convenient to 
lower prices on some of the goods on which they 
happen to have large stocks. 

The Mississippi Valley shows a healthy demand for 
the hot weather specialties, perhaps more so than the 
East or the farther West. Wire cloth and wire nails 
are up tovall expectations. The manufacturers of nails 
and wire products have increased their output so 
greatly within the last year that the jobbing and re- 
tail consumption have been unable to assimilate the 
great quantities produced. Mills are being compelled 
in many instances to shade prices. This shading of 


prices, however, is not a common occurrence, and is 
only done in carload lots. Scythes, hay forks and steel 
goods generally are doing as well as could possibly be 
hoped for.
